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THE  BISHOP’S  PASTOEAL. 

The  subject  of  City  Missions  is  one  of  gravest  importance  to  us  as 
Citizens  and  Christians.  The  great  mass  of  our  criminals  come  from  the 
uneducated  and  almost  uncared  for  poor  who  are  not  reached,  or  only 
partially  so,  by  the  existing  religious  agencies. 

The  true  way  to  uproot  crime,  is  to  plant  the  seeds  of  pure  and  true 
religion,  and,  this  can  he  done  by  taking  the  Gospel  to  the  destitute  and 
the  abased,  that  by  its  temporal  and  spiritual  influences,  they  may  be 
lifted  up  and  reformed.  If  it  is  our  duty  as  citizens  to  do  this,  for  reason 
of  municipal  and  worldly  policy,  much  more  as  Christians  looking  to  the  j 
salvation  of  souls  and  the  building  up  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom,  should  | 
we  make  most  vigorous  efforts  to  give  to  the  heathen  at  our  own  doors  | 
the  blessings  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ. 

To  this  end,  I  have  appointed  the  Rev.  Samuel  Durboeow,  who  for 
many  years  has  been  the  faithful  and  zealous  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the 
Evangelists,  General  Superintendent  of  City  Mission  Work  in  con-  j 
nection  with  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  ;  and  to  co-operate  with  J 
him  I  shall  appoint  several  others,  as  our  means  permit,  to  act  in  differ-  { 
ent  sections  of  the  City. 

With  these,  I  hope  to  associate  efficient  Lay-workers,  to  aid  the  Clergy 
in  administering  temporal  benefits,  and  in  conducting  the  relief  measures 
incident  to  the  Mission. 

Operating  as  we  shall  from  a  Central  Office  and  Agency,  we  hope  to 
spread  our  influence  over  many  of  those  not  reached  by  Parochial  organ¬ 
izations.  and  especially  to  give  the  ministration  of  our  Holy  Religion  in 
such  of  the  charitable,  disciplinary  and  penal  institutions  as  may  be  j 
willing  to  accept  them. 

To  carry  out  the  plan  devised,  will  require  several  thousand  dollars. 
Yet,  where  could  the  same  amount  of  money  be  better  expended?  Do 
we  not  use  it  in  our  midst— in  the  very  streets  and  lanes  of  our  own  City, 
for  lifting  up  the  poor  and  degraded,  and  for  giving  to  them  the  Bread  of 
Life  and  the  Water  of  Life? 

The  claims  of  this  work  are  second  to  no  other.  The  result  will  be 
seen  and  felt  on  the  very  spot  whence  the  means  come  to  sustain  the 
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work  ;  and  I  confidently  appeal  to  all  classes  of  men  in  our  Church,  to 
aid  in  setting  in  motion,  this  simple,  hut  I  trust  effective,  machinery 
whereby  great  good  will  be  secured  to  the  soul  and  bodies  of  the  thou¬ 
sands  of  the  destitute  and  neglected  of  this  great  City. 

The  experience  gained  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Durborow,  in  his  15  years’ 
Pastorate  in  one  of  the  most  vigorous  Churches  in  this  City,  peculiarly 
qualifies  him  for  his  new  position,  and  I  earnestly  and  affectionately  com¬ 
mend  him,  and  his  plans,  to  the  thoughtful  attention,  and  liberal  bene¬ 
faction,  of  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity  of  Philadelphia. 

I  pray  God,  Dear  Brethren,  to  open  your  hearts,  to  sympathize  warmly 
with  this  great  and  important  Mission ;  and  to  open  your  hands  to  give 
largely  for  the  support  of  a  work,  which  will,  day  by  day,  return  to  you 
your  gifts  in  its  daily  benefits  and  blessing  to  the  City  in  which  you  live.

T1IE  DESIGN  AND  SPECIFIC  WORK  OF  THE  MISSION. 

The  one  great  design  of  this  Mission  is  to  make  practical  the  remedial 
and  elevating  principles  of  our  holy  religion, by  bringing  them  in  direct 
contact  with  the  hearts  and  minds  of  those  who  have  few,  if  any,  religious 
privileges. 

This  we  propose  to  do: — 

1st.  By  a  simple  preaching  of  the  Gospel  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ; 
showing  men  that  they  are  sinners  lying  under  the  condemnation  of  the 
law  of  God,  that  unless  redeemed  from  the  curse  of  the  law,  they  will  be 
eternally  punished  ;  that  Christ  is  the  only  Redeemer,  and  that  no  one 
can  be  pardoned  and  saved,  except  by  a  living  faith  in  the  atoning  blood 
and  justifying  merits  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

2d.  By  establishing  schools  and  industrial  agencies  of  various  kinds  for 
such  children  and  youth  as  may  be  gathered  under  our  care. 

3d.  To  visit  such  poor  and  sick  persons  as  have  no  recognized  pastors, 
and  to  give  them,  as  occasion  may  require,  temporal  as  well  as  spiritual 
help  and  comfort. 

4.  To  aid  the  parochial  clergy,  by  canvassing  the  several  districts 
around  their  respective  Churches,  by  personal  visits,  or  by  circulars, 
urging  people,  unprovided  with  Church  privileges,  to  connect  themselves 
with  the  established  parishes  in  their  several  neighborhoods. 

5th.  To  keep  up  a  regular  series  of  the  services  of  our  Church  in 
such  public,  charitable,  reformatory,  or  penal  institutions  as  may  admit 
us  within  their  walls,  and  twelve  of  these  large  institutions  are  already 
open  to  us. 
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6th.  To  carry  on  our  whole  work  in  accordance  with  the  doctrine,  dis¬ 
cipline,  and  worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  as  a  Church  pos¬ 
sessing  Christ's  own  sacraments — an  Apostolic  ministry — a  time-hallowed 
Liturgy— an  Evangelical  faith— and  enabled,  by  its  organization  and  agen¬ 
cies,  to  adapt  itself  to  the  necessities  of  all  classes,  and  furnish  instruc¬ 
tion  and  guidance  to  all  hearts  and  minds. 


THE  BISHOP’S  LETTER  APPOINTING  THE  GENERAL 
SUPERINTENDENT. 

Diocese  op  Pennsylvania. 

Episcopal  Rooms,  708  Walnut  Si., 

Philadelphia,  April  1,  1870. 

Rev.  and  Dear  Sir  : — 

Having  determined  to  undertake,  by  God’s  help, 
the  work  of  City  Missions,  and  believing  that  the  best  plan  at  present 
will  be  to  appoint  one  Presbyter  to  be  at  the  head  of  the  Mission,  and  to 
whom  the  general  oversight  of  the  field  (under  the  Bishop)  shall  be  confi¬ 
ded,  I  beg  leave  to  tender  to  you  the  appointment. 

In  this  post  you  will  act  entirely  under  the  advice  of  and  in  consultation 
with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  You  will  have  three  or  more  Missionaries  to 
co-operate  with  you,  and  labor  under  your  general  supervision  ;  you  will 
be  charged  with  the  duty  of  collecting  funds  for  the  carrying  on  of  the 
work,  and  you  will  be  authorized  to  make  such  arrangements  with  the 
Rectors  of  the  several  parishes,  as  will  facilitate  your  labors  and  enable 
you  to  cover  with  your  Missionary  operations,  the  whole  city. 

This  is  the  general  outline  of  your  duty,  the  minor  details  will  be  set¬ 
tled  hereafter. 

The  work  is  great  and  pressing,  and  demands  on  the  part  of  those  en¬ 
gaged  in  it,  promptness,  energy,  and  sincere  love  to  the  souls  for  whom 
Christ  died. 

Your  long  experience  and  untiring  zeal  in  such  work,  warrants  me  in 
selecting  you  as  one  peculiarly  qualified  for  the  duty  to  which  I  call  you. 
It  takes  you  away  indeed  from  a  large  field,  but  it  introduces  you  into  a 
larger  one,  in  which  I  pray  God  to  grant  you  “  showers  of  blessings.” 

I  will  designate  the  first  day  of  May  ( Sunday),  as  the  time  to  enter  upon 
your  work,  and  hoping  that  you  may  be  guided  by  the  Holy  Ghost  to  ac¬ 
cept  the  position,

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THE  SUPERINTENDENTS  PEPOPT. 


It  is  with  devout  gratitude  to  God,  tLe  giver  of  ail  good,  for  tlie  large 
measure  of  success  vouchsafed  this  great  Church  enterprise  that  the 
General  Superintendent  offers  a  report  of  the  past  year. 

As  the  Mission  was  and  still  is  thought  by  many  to  be  merely  an  ex¬ 
periment  ;  as  it  has  by  the  grace  of  God  passed  safely  through  the  first 
year  of  its  existence,  and  as  it  is  so  necessary  to  have  the  hearty  co¬ 
operation  of  the  whole  Church  in  the  city  in  order  to  insure  for  it  a 
healthy  and  vigorous  growth  and  development,  the  Superintendent  feels 
it  incumbent  upon  him  to  call  the  attention  of  the  clergy  and  laity  to, 
and  beg  of  them  to  seriously  consider,  the  grave  importance  of  the  work. 

Startling,  though  nevertheless  true,  is  the  fact  that  in  this  great  city  of 
700,000  souls  there  are  Church  accommodations,  counting  every  denomi¬ 
nation,  for  but  250,000,  and  not  one  half  of  the  latter  number  are  reached 
or  ministered  to  through  the  parochial  minister  ;  even  though  he  may  be 
untiring  in  his  efforts  in  the  cure  of  souls. 

It  will  he  obvious  to  all  who  read  carefully  this  report,  that  this 
Mission  in  the  one  matter  alone  of  thoroughly  canvassing  a  parish  for 
its  Rector,  is  of  incalculable  benefit  to  every  Rector  and  parish  in  the  city. 
More,  however,  will  be  said  upon  this  point  under  its  proper  heading. 

This  Mission  was  created  to  meet  a  want  long  and  painfully  felt  by  the 
citizen  as  well  as  the  Christian.  It  is  well  known  that  many  portions  of 
the  city  are  filled  with  houses  of  infamy  and  vice,  wherein  are  born  and 
bred  every  species  of  crime  against  God  and  man.  There  squalor  and 
degradation  reign.  There  the  most  loathsome  diseases  find  habitation  in 
which  to  fester,  and  from  which  to  cast  upon  the  air  we  breathe  poison 
and  death.  It  is  well  known  that  there  are  streets  and  alleys  crowded 
with  the  ignorant,  the  idle  and  vulgar,  out  of  which  come  the  greater 
number  of  recruits  for  the  places  of  shame  and  sin.  It  is  known,  too,  that 
the  great  majority  of  those  who  fill  our  prisons  and  almshouses  come 
from  this  class  of  society — a  class  that  is  only  partially  reached  by  reli¬ 
gious  agencies  other  than  that  of  this  and  kindred  Missions.

“The  true  waytouproot  crime,”  says  Bishop  Stevens,  “is  to  plautthe 
seeds  of  pure  and  true  religion  ;  and  this  can  be  done  by  taking  the 
Gospel  to  the  destitute  and  the  abased,  that  by  its  temporal  and  spiritual 
influences  they  may  be  lifted  up  and  reformed.  If  it  is  our  duty  as 
citizens  to  do  this,  for  reasons  of  municipal  and  worldly  policy,  much  more 
as  Christians,  looking  to  the  salvation  of  souls  and  the  building  up  of  the 
Redeemer’s  Kingdom,  should  we  make  most  vigorous  efforts  to  give  to 
the  heathen,  at  our  own  doors,  the  blessing  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ.” 

It  was  to  this  end  that  this  enterprise  was  brought  into  being.  The 
Missionary  and  his  corps  of  assistants  weie  to  visit  the  crowded  streets 
and  lanes  of  the  poverty  stricken,  the  dens  and  brothels  of  vice — to  spread 
around  those  dark  places  the  light  of  holy  influences,  that  many  souls 
may  be  saved  and  the  Redeemer’s  Kingdom  built  up. 

To  this  class — to  those  of  the  laboring  class  who  now,  to  a  very  large 
degree,  are  residents  of  newer  portions  of  the  city  and  are  far  away  from 
Church  influence;  to  those  who  everywhere  scattered  throughout  this 
great  city,  are  as  sheep  without  a  shepherd,  were  the  agents  of  this 
Mission  to  he  sent  forth  to  minister.  To  all,  at  all  times  and  verily  in 
all  places,  they  were  to  make  known  the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ. 

In  the  chapel,  by  prayer  and  expounding  God’s  word  ;  from  house  to 
house,  by  prayer,  conversation,  and  by  distributing  books  and  tracts  ; 
by  speaking  words  of  comfort  and  cheer  ;  in  the  cells  of  the  condemned — 
in  houses  of  mercy — in  the  asylumns  for  the  orphans,  aged  and  blind  ; 
everywhere  to  old  and  young. 

How  faithfully  and  well  the  Missionaries  have  done  their  work  will  he 
seen  as  it  is  reviewed  in  detail ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  report  of  their 
work  will  be  carefully  examined  by  clergymen  and  laymen,  and  may  the 
Holy  Spirit  move  the  hearts  of  all  in  every  congregation,  on  whose  fore¬ 
head  has  been  marked  the  baptismal  cross  of  Christ,  to  unite  and  be  as 
one  man  in  the  support  of  an  organization  which  has  done  so  much, 
and  may  do  vastly  more  good  to  the  souls  and  bodies  of  thousands  of  the 
destitute  and  neglected  of  this  large  city. 

When  the  Bishop  organized  the  Mission  both  he  and  its  friends  foresaw 
some  discouragements.  The  machinery  being  new,  there  would  neces¬ 
sarily  be  some  friction  before  he  could  get  it  in  good  running  order. 
But  he  began  it  in  faith,  believing  that  the  Triune  God,  for  whose  glory 
it  was  created,  would  bless  it  with  final  success. 
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Success  has  attended  it,  even  though  there  have  been  some  discourage¬ 
ments,  and  at  this,  the  beginning  of  the  2d  year  of  its  life,  the  promise 
of  its  future  is  fair.  “  Be  ye  steadfast  and  unmoveable,  always  abound¬ 
ing  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  knowing  that  your  labor  is  not  in  vain  in 
the  Lord.”  1  Cor.  15,  58. 

On  a  preceding  page  will  he  found  the  Bishop’s  pastoral  in  regard  to 
the  establishing  such  mission,  and  his  letter  of  appointment  to  the  pre¬ 
sent  general  superintendent,  with  the  design  and  specific  work  of  the 
Mission.  The  reader’s  attention  is  directed  to  those  letters,  in  order  that 
a  history  of  the  beginning  and  the  design  of  the  work  of  the  enterprise 
may  he  obtained  before  reading  the  report  proper  of  the  mission  work 
which  the  Superintendent  proposes  now  to  make  in  detail. 

1.  Regularly  Established  Missions. 

In  the  plan  laid  down  by  the  Bishop  for  the  action  of  the  Mission,  one  of 
the  ways  to  be  used  for  the  extension  of  the  knowledge  of  the  blessed  gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ,  among  the  neglected  classes  in  every  portion  of  the  city, 
is  by  opening  places  of  worship  in  districts  where  no  adequate  provision 
is  made  for  their  spiritual  necessities. 

The  Mission  has,  in  its  endeavor  to  carry  out  this  part  of  the  plan,  suc¬ 
ceeded  beyond  the  expectations  of  its  friends. 

A  house  situated  on  Ninth  street  below  Walnut,  was  rented,  and  is 
used  as  a  central  office  and  agency.  The  rooms  on  the  first  floor  were 
fitted  up  for  a  chapel  and  school-room.  The  second  story  front  room  for 
an  office.  Services  have  been  held  at  this  central  chapel  during  the  year, 
in  the  German  language  every  Sunday  morning,  in  the  English  language 
on  Sunday  and  Friday  evenings.  Also  a  German  Sunday-school  two  ses¬ 
sions  daily.  Also  a  night  school  twice  a  week,  and  for  a  large  part  of  the 
year  three  times  a  week,  for  German  children  gathered  in  from  the  streets 
and  lanes.  These  schools  have  been  very  successful  in  doing  good. 

A  sewing  school  was  held  regularly  during  the  winter  and  spring,  in 
the  chapel,  conducted  by  a  volunteer  corps  of  ladies  from  various  par¬ 
ishes.  A  singing  school  for  the  young  has  been  carried  on  successfully. 
There  have  also  been  several  magic-lantern  exhibitions  conducted  by  Mr. 
Struthers.  Much  more  could  be  accomplished  at  this  central  chapel,  if 
better  accommodations  could  be  had.  The  situation  is  good,  but  the 
house  is  inconvenient  for  the  purpose,  and  may  be  required  by  the  owner 


at  any  time.  It  is  tlie  desire  of  the  Bishop  “to  secure,  as  soon  as  pos¬ 
sible,  by  purchase  or  by  erection,  a  suitable,  permanent  Mission  building, 
to  be,  in  reference  to  the  mission  work  in  this  city,  what  St.  Stephen’s 
I  j  house  and  chapel  is  in  Boston,  and  what  St.  Barnabas  house  and  chapel 
J  is  in  New  \  ork.  TV  111  not  some  of  our  wealthy  and  Christ  loving  cliurch- 
,  men  do  for  this  city,  what  Wm.  Appleton  did  for  Boston,  and  Robert  R. 

|  Minturn  did  for  New  York?  V  ill  not  some  one  to  whom  God  has  given 
the  means,  come  forward  and  give  of  that  means  to  found  this  house  of 
j  mercy,  that  it  may  be  a  Christian  Bethesda  for  all  future  time  ?” 

A  Colored  mission  was  organized  in  July  last,  in  a  hall  on  Lombard 
j  street  above  13th,  tendered  to  the  City  Mission  by  the  Vestry  of  St. 
Luke’s  Church,  under  the  care  of  Rev.  W.  J.  Alston,  and  was  continued 
successfully  until  October  last,  when  the  Vestry  of  St.  Luke’s  assumed 
j  the  responsibility  of  its  support. 

The  Free  Church  of  St.  John,  Frankford  Road,  not  having  been  able  to 
sustain  itself,  was  placed  by  the  vestry  in  the  hands  of  the  Bishop,  who 
transferred  it  to  the  care  of  the  City  Mission.  Since  the  6tli  of  Novem¬ 
ber  last,  regular  services  have  been  held  in  this  church,  Sunday  morning 
and  atternoon ;  and  on  Wednesday  evenings  cottage  services  have  from 
week  to  week  been  held  throughout  the  parish,  and  from  a  congregation 
of  but  two  or  three  persons,  a  large  one  has  grown  up  full  of  Christian 
life  and  activity. 

As  there  was  no  church  of  any  denomination  north  of  Oxford  and  west 
of  Eighth  street,  the  Missionary  in  charge  of  St.  John’s  began  services 
Sunday,  November  20th,  in  a  hall  on  the  N.  E.  corner  of  Norris  and 
Camac  streets.  The  result  of  which  is  a  beautiful  chapel,  88  x  70,  on 
the  N.  \Y.  corner  of  the  same  streets,  and  a  large  and  growing  congreca- 
lion  of  devout  worshippers.  There  can  be  scarcely  a  doubt  about  the 
growth  of  this  congregation  into  a  large  and  flourishing  parish. 

A  chapel  has  been  opened  in  St.  Mary  street.  Not  only  has  the  Gos¬ 
pel  been  preached,  and  prayers  offered,  but  the  Mission  has  established 
there  also  a  library,  which  was  needed,  and  is  highly  appreciated  by  a 
class  of  people  who  are  denied  access  to  any  public  or  private  library. 
Lime  and  brushes  were  procured,  and  a  thorough  cleansing  and  white¬ 
washing  of  the  tenements  in  the  inside  is  now  going  on.  A  drinking 
fountain  has  here  been  set  up  by  the  Mission,  near  this  chapel.  Al- 
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ready  good  results,  spiritually,  morally,  and,  in  a  sanitary  point  of  view, 
are  seen  in  the  work  done  in  that  dreadful  place,  reeking  as  it  was  with 
corruption  and  sin. 

At  several  of  these  Mission  stations  Sunday  Schools  are  established,  and 
wielding  a  powerful  influence  for  good . 

The  tracts,  papers,  and  books,  given  to  these  children  are  read  by  them, 
and  often  by  every  member  of  their  households,  and  may  be  as  leaven 
leavening  the  whole  lump.  Every  family  in  the  district  connected  with 
the  chapels  is  visited  often,  and  carefully  looked  after  by  the  Missionary, 
assisted  by  Divinity  students,  who  are  regularly  licensed  lay-readers. 
At  the  “News  Boys’  Home,”  several  lectures  were  delivered  by  Rev.  J. 
Y.  Burk,  to  whom  the  Mission  feels  under  obligation.  The  Episcopal 
Church  in  this  City  would  undoubtedly  have  been  much  stronger,  if  the 
City  Mission  had  been  established  eleven  years  ago. 

THE  GERMAN  MISSION. 

Of  the  population  of  Philadelphia,  there  are  over  100,000  Germans  ;  and 
except  the  work  of  the  Mission  among  them,  nothing  whatever  is  done 
by  the  Episcopal  Church  toward  their  spiritual  and  moral  elevation.  It 
may  not  be  generally  known,  that  hundreds  of  German  children  attend 
schools  for  instruction  in  reading,  writing,  mathematics  and  music, 
which  are  controlled  and  taught  by  persons  holding  views  adverse  to  [ 
Christianity.  These  children  have  no  other  opportunity  of  acquiring  the 
rudiments  of  an  education  in  the  German  tongue,  and  are  thus  exposed 
to  great  danger  spiritually. 

Many  among  the  parents  of  these  are  God-fearing  people,  and  lament 
that  necessity  compels  them  to  place  their  children  under  such  dangerous 
influences  ;  and  they  would  willingly  contribute  of  their  little  means  (for 
many  are  very  poor)  towards  sustaining,  and  would  gladly  give  their  j 
moral  support  to  an  organization  which  the  Church  might  establish  for 
their  benefit,  spiritually  as  well  as  mentally.  This  is  shown  by  the  deep 
interest  which  they  take  in  the  services  and  schools  of  this  Mission,  cre¬ 
ated  and  carried  on  for  their  sole  benefit. 

This  Mission  was  first  established  in  February,  1870,  by  the  Rector  of 
Christ  Church,  Rev.  E.  A.  Foggo.  Services  were  held  in  the  school 
building  adjoining  St.  James’  Church,  Seventh  and  Market  streets,  by 
Mr.  Wey,  a  student  in  the  preparatory  department  of  the  Divinity 
School.  This  Mission  was  transferred  to  the  care  of  the  City  Mission  in 
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June  last  and  removed  to  the  Chapel  in  Ninth  street  above  Locust.  Mr. 
Wey  continued  in  charge  successfully  until  January  1st,  when  he  was 
succeeded  by  Mr.  F.  H.  Strieker,  a  student  at  the  Divinity  School,  W.  P. 

Mr.  Strieker  has  been  very  faithful  in  the  performance  of  his  duty,  as 
the  results  of  his  labors  show. 

Changing  the  place  of  holding  service  and  schools  from  Seventh  street 
to  the  City  Mission  rooms,  No.  225  So.  Ninth  street,  made  some  consid- 
j  erable  difference  for  a  time  in  the  attendance,  the  number  being  much 
less.  But  in  a  short  time  the  congregation  came  to  be  larger  than  ever 
before.  At  the  Suuday  School  there  are  fifty-one  (51)  regular  attendants. 
There  are  two  sessions  held,  one  in  the  morning  and  the  other  in  the  af¬ 
ternoon,  and  such  is  the  interest  manifested  by  the  scholars,. that  a  num¬ 
ber  of  them  who  live  at  a  distance  prefer  to  remain  arid  do  without  their 
dinner,  rather  than  be  absent  from  the  afternoon  session. 

Among  the  scholars  who  are  in  their  places  every  Sunday,  are  eight 
j  children  of  Jewish  families.  This  fact  is  by  no  means  unimportant. 

If  these  eight  children  grow  up  having  a  knowledge  of  the  truth  as  it 
|  is  in  Jesus,  may  we  not  hope  that  their  influence  will  be  felt  among  their 
|  brethren,  and  many  thereby  led  to  the  foot  of  the  Cross. 

It  is  hoped  that  these  children  may  influence  others  of  them  to  come  to 
the  school  and  much  good  in  this  way  be  done  among  “God’s  ancient 
people.” 

At  the  night  school  which  assembles  on  Monday  and  Thursday  even¬ 
ings,  reading,  writing  and  mathematics  are  taught  (all  in  the  German 
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!  |  language  of  course)  to  fifty-four  pupils,  all  of  whom  are  tractable  and 
;  anxious  to  learn. 

The  school  is  opened  and  closed  with  prayer,  and  a  religious  influence 
is  exerted  by  the  teachers  and  assistants  and  felt  by  scholars. 

During  the  greater  part  of  the  year  the  regular  morning  and  evening 
services  of  the  Church  have  been  held  and  sermons  preached  in  the 
chapel,  and  the  congregation  steadily  increases.  The  German  Mission¬ 
aries  have  visited  the  members  of  the  congregation  and  schools  at  their 
homes,  have  been  kindly  received,  and  have  by  these  visits  created  no  in¬ 
considerable  interest  among  the  people  in  the  cause  of  truth. 

May  God  bless  the  City  Missions’  effort  for  this  class  of  our  citizens, 
and  may  the  Church  take  greater  interest  in  tlieir  spiritual  welfare,  which 
interest  they  so  need  and  which  they  will  fully  appreciate.

Public  Institutions. 

To  the  inmates  of  the  various  Public  Institutions  of  the  city,  to  which 
access  could  he  had,  the  Missionaries  have  faithfully  ministered.  Here 
are  the  poor  and  the  distressed,  the  widow  and  the  fatherless,  the  sick 
and  the  maimed,  isolated.  ISTo  one  who  is  near  and  dear  hy  the  ties  of 
blood  to  he  with  them,  to  sympathize  with  and  to  speak  to  them  words  of 
comfort  and  cheer.  No  loving  friend  to  encourage  them  as  they  reach  out 
after  repentance  and  faith,  to  possess  that  peace  for  which  they  yearn — 
the  peace  of  God  which  the  world  cannot  give.  No  loving  hand  to  bathe 
their  feverish  brow,  and  to  hold  their  hand  and  murmur  a  prayer  while 
life  is  slowly  ebbing  away.  They  are  poor  and  sick,  and  because  so 
branded  must  be  shut  out  from  all  that  is  pleasant  in  life.  They  being 
friendless,  must  live  and  die  in  the  same  ignorance  and  misery  of  mind 
that  enveloped  them  in  the  wretchedness,  wherein  they  were  reared. 

Welcome  to  them  indeed  are  the  services  of  the  Missionary.  They  feel 
that  some  one  at  least  of  the  class  that  towers  above  them  in  wealth,  po¬ 
sition,  culture,  and  refinement,  has  thought  of  their  sufferings  and  gloom, 
and  has  sent  the  man  of  God  to  lead  them  to  a  friend  who  is  above  all 
others,  who  will  never  forsake  them,  but  who  will  give  them  peace  here 
and  unspeakable  happiness  in  the  world  to  come. 

To  the  criminal,  shut  up  by  the  arm  of  the  law  within  prison  walls,  the 
visits  of  the  Missionary  are  not  unwelcome.  He  listens  attentively  to 
all  that  is  said  to  him,  and  many  date  the  beginning  of  their  reformation 
at  the  time  when  in  the  wards  of  the  prison  they  listened  to  the  words  of 
warning  and  love  as  they  fell  from  the  Missionary’s  lips. 

The  officers  of  these  institutions  fully  appreciate  this  work  of  the  Mis¬ 
sion,  and  offer  every  facility  in  their  power  for  its  advancement.  156 
services  have  been  held  in  the  following  named  institutions  :

Personal  Visitations. 

By  the  reports  of  the  different  Missionaries  to  the  General  Superin¬ 
tendent,  and  by  his  own  tabular  report,  it  will  be  seen  that  11,000  visits 
have  been  made,  of  which  1,100  were  special  visits  to  the  “sick,  needy, 
and  distressed.”  The  bare  statement  of  these  facts  can  convey  no  ade¬ 
quate  idea  of  this  crowning  work  of  the  Mission.  Nor  can  any  one  have 
any  idea  of  the  varied  and  trying  labors  of  this  department,  and  the  im¬ 
mediate  results,  except  he  goes  the  rounds  with  the  Missionary  day  after 
day,  and  week  after  week. 

The  crowded  districts,  where  seldom,  if  ever,  any  religious  influence 
was  before  extended  and  felt,  have  been  canvassed.  Every  house  nearly, 
has  been  visited,  tracts  and  books  given,  and,  when  necessary,  clothes 
and  groceries  were  bestowed.  Children  have  been  gathered  into  Sunday 
Schools,  and  their  parents  in  many  cases  thereby  led  to  the  Cross  and  to 
walk  in  holy  ways.  It  may  be  thought  strange  that  rectors  of  organized 
parishes  do  not  do  this  work,  as  much  of  it  lies  within  the  range  of  their 
operations.  Every  rector  realizes  and  deplores  his  inability  to  meet  this 
want.  How  can  he  with  his  many  varied  and  some  onerous  duties  ? 

Whether  his  parish  be  large  or  small,  his  missionary  efforts  must 
necessarily  be  greatly  restricted.  lie  must  spend  a  large  portion  of  his 
time  in  his  study,  much  of  his  valuable  time  is  expended  in  meeting  his 
parishioners  socially,  and  there  are  other  causes  known  to  every  rector 
which  militate  against  his  doing  much  of  this  kind  of  mission  work.  There 
are  frequently  those  in  a  parish  either  communicants  or  baptized  members 
of  the  Church,  who  are  not  known  to  the  Rector.  Such  ones  are  discovered 
by  the  missionary  while  canvassing  the  district,  and  are  reported  by  him  to 
the  rector.  Of  so  great  value  are  these  services  thought  to  be  that  several 
rectors  of  the  wealthier  parishes  have  requested  the  Mission  to  have  special 
visitations  made  in  their  parishes.  This  has  been  done  with  gratifying 
results.  Upwards  of  400  Episcopal  families  having  no  parochial  connec¬ 
tion  were  visited  and  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Rector  of  the  Parish 
nearest  their  residence. 

One  clergyman,  appreciating  the  labors  of  the  mission  in  his  parish, 
has  written  a  letter  to  the  Superintendent  heartily  supporting  the  enter¬ 
prise,  from  which  the  following  is  an  extract  : 

“As  a  missionary  he  has  been  able  to  do  what  for  obvious  reasons  of  a 
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local  kind,  could  not  with  the  same  freedom  or  propriety  be  done  in  per¬ 
son  by  a  rector  settled  and  abiding  in  his  parish. 

“  The  Pastor  is  supposed  to  know  his  people,  and  to  be  known  of  them, 
his  relations,  are  therefore  defined  ;  but  the  missionary  is  presumed  to 
know  nobody,  to  belong  to  everybody,  and  to  go  everywhere.  The  mis¬ 
sionary  has  furnished  me  from  time  to  time  with  the  names  and  residences 
of  Church  families  visited,  having  no  particular  ecclesiastical  relations, 
and  others  desiring  to  attend  the  Church  service,  but  as  sheep  without  a 
shepherd.  But  by  this  means  those  persons  would  no  doubt  never  have 
been  brought  to  my  attention,  and  in  all  probability  would  have  been 
lost  to  the  Church  and  to  Christ. 

“  Besides,  the  fruits  of  missionary  labors  are,  I  am  sure,  apparent  in 
the  increase  of  both  my  congregation  and  Sunday  School,  and  I  feign 
hope  will  be  seen  in  the  day  of  Christ.  I  cannot,  therefore,  speak  in 
terms  of  commendation  too  high  of  the  workings  in  this  locality  of  the 
City  Mission.” 

As  has  been  said,  there  are  many  portions  of  the  city  wholly  destitute 
of  religious  privileges — deprived  of  religious  influences  emanating  from  j 
any  organized  parish.  Very  few  persons  living  in  these  destitute  "Wards,  j 
if  any,  have  any  ecclesiastical  connection,  and  but  for  the  Mission  would 
be  left  to  grow  up  in  indifferentism  or  godlessness,  jeopardizing  their  own  i 
souls  and  exerting  a  most  pernicious  influence  on  all  with  whom  they  | 
come  in  contact. 

The  missionaries  with  their  corps  of  lay  assistants,  are  daily  in  and  out  | 
among  this  large  class,  distributing  tracts,  ministering  to  the  sick,  needy  j 
and  distressed  ;  and  administering  the  rites  and  sacraments  of  the  Church  ! 
— holding  cottage  services,  forming  nuclei  for  Sunday  schools,  and  in 
other  ways  endeavoring  to  create  among  them  a  healthier  state,  spirit¬ 
ually,  physically  and  socially. 

Seventy-five  thousand  tracts  and  books,  twenty-seven  thousand  cards  j 
of  invitations  to  attend  religious  services  in  the  various  Churches  have  j 
been  distributed,  and  eleven  thousand  general  and  special  visits  have 
been  made  ;  and  this  together  with  all  the  other  work  of  the  mission  at  a 
cost  of  but  $6,000.  Doing  the  work  of  several  parishes  at  a  cost  below  j 
that  of  the  working  of  but  one,  the  Mission  commends  itself  on  the  score  ! 
of  economy.  If  it  were  more  liberally  supported,  a  greater  amount  of  | 
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good  could  be  accomplished.  Hundreds  would  receive  the  bread  and 
water  of  life  that  now  are  starving — hundreds  would  be  lifted  out  of  their 
degradation  who  are  now  wallowing  in  the  sloughs  of  poverty  and 
vice  and  foundations  for  Churches  and  schools  would  be  laid  where  now 
are  only  wastes.  Poor  and  afflicted  ones  could  be  aided  and  comforted 
who  are  now  not  reached.  May  the  Holy  Ghost  put  into  the  hearts  of 
those  who  are  blessed  with  wealth  the  spirit  to  inquire  particularly  into 
the  operations  of  this  great  work,  that  they  may  see  and  fully  realize 
the  want  which  called  it  into  being— that  they  may  see  how  it  meets  all  j 
the  exigencies  of  the  work  contemplated,  and  give  largely  to  it  of  their 
means,  that  it  may  be  placed  beyond  all  peraclventure  and  its  usefulness 
increased. 

“  The  claims  of  this  work,”  says  Bishop  Stevens,  “are  second  to  no 
other.  The  result  will  be  seen  and  felt  on  the  very  spot  whence  the 
means  come  to  sustain  the  work,  and  I  confidently  appeal  to  all  classes  of 
men  in  our  Church  to  aid  in  setting  in  motion  this  simple,  but  I  trust 
effective,  machinery  whereby  great  good  will  be  secured  to  the  souls  and 
bodies  of  thousands  of  the  destitute  and  neglected  of  this  great  city.” 

CHARITY  FUND. 

This  fund  is  distinct  from  the  general  fund  of  the  Mission.  It  is  made 
up  of  moneys  sent  to  the  Superintendent  for  the  special  purpose  of  re¬ 
lieving  the  physical  necessities  of  the  worthy  poor. 

Four  hundred  and  thirty-eight  dollars  and  nineteen  cents  ($438.19) 
have  been  received  and  expended. 

A  number  of  articles  of  clothing  and  groceries  have  also  been  received 
and  dispensed.  The  children  of  Miss  Coles’  Sunday  School  Class,  in  St. 
James’  Church,  deserve  especial  notice  for  a  large  number  of  articles  of 
children’s  clothing  made  by  their  own  hands. 

The  First  Female  Bible  Class  of  St.  Luke’s  Church,  taught  by  Mrs. 

Dr.  Howe,  also  appropriated  their  missionary  offerings  for  the  year  to 
the  City  Mission. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  effective  arms  of  the  Mission,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  it  will  be  more  fully  sustained.  Every  dollar  is  judiciously  expended; 
every  article  of  food  or  clothing  is  distributed  with  proper  care. 

That  it  may  be  seen  how  much  good  may  be  accomplished  through  this 
agency  a  few  of  the  many  cases  relieved  are  here  mentioned. 
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An  old  man  wholly  unable  to  work,  very  destitute  and  in  a  starving 
|  condition  ;  a  woman  very  sick  and  utterly  destitute,  deserted  by  her 
husband;  a  woman  sick  and  in  great  poverty  (a  very  sad  case  indeed,) 
her  husband  a  sailor,  was  lost  at  sea,  and  having  no  friends,  she  obtained 
employment  and  worked  until  stricken  down  by  disease.  A  woman  with 
no  money,  no  friends,  and  her  husband  and  two  children  dead  in  the 
j  house  ;  a  worthy  old  man  very  old  and  feeble  ;  a  woman,  the  wife  of  a 
j  drunkard ;  a  young  man  out  of  employment.  Of  the  one  hundred  and 
ninety-four  persons  and  families  assisted,  the  above  are  but  a  few  of  by  no 
j  means  the  most  needy  cases.  A  whole  family  has  been  discovered  sick 
j  and  friendless  and  in  nearly  a  state  of  starvation.  Several  women  have 
i  been  sent  to  the  Lying  in  Hospital,  and  some  to  the  Alms  House,  all  worthy 
I  objects  of  our  charity  and  care.  Many,  alas,  had  to  be  passed  by  for  want 
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of  means  to  help  them.  It  is  hoped  that  those  who  in  the  past  year  have  J 
!  contributed  to  this  fund  will  continue  their  contributions  through  the  ! 
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j  coming  year,  and  that  others  also  will  give  of  their  means  in  order  that 
|  many  more  of  God’s  poor  and  afflicted  may  be  ministered  to  with  the 
j  necessaries  of  this  life.  “  Blessed  is  the  man  that  provideth  for  the  sick 
|  and  needy,  the  Lord  shall  deliver  him  in  the  time  of  trouble.” 

The  Superintendent  gratefully  acknowledges  the  cordial  support  of  his 
|  Bishop,  the  founder  and  head  of  the  Mission.  He  thanks  him  for 
I  his  wise  counsel  and  for  words  of  cheer  when  discouragement  and  anxie- 
\  ties  pressed  heavily.  He  is  grateful  to  all  who  have  spoken  to  him 
j  words  of  encouragement,  and  to  all  who  have  in  a  more  substantial  man¬ 
ner  expressed  to  him  their  appreciation  of  the  work.  Above  all  he  gives 
|  most  hearty  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  many  blessings,  especially  for 
j  those  of  health  and  strength,  by  which  he  has  been  enabled  to  perform  his 
laborious  work.  Feeling  the  great  weight  of  responsibility  resting  upon 
|  him,  and  that  there  are  among  his  brethren  many  who  are  more  compe- 
I  tent  than  himself  to  carry  on  the  enterprise,  (to  any  one  of  whom  he  would 
willingly  resign  his  office)  he  needs  and  asks  for  the  prayers  of  his  breth- 
j  ren  that  God  may  give  him  strength  of  body  and  mind,  and  guide  him  j 
by  His  Holy  Spirit  in  all  his  endeavors  for  the  good  of  souls  and  for  the 
|  glory  of  the  Redeemer’s  Kingdom  . 

In  behalf  of  the  Mission,  he  asks  of  every  member  of  the  Church  in  the 
j  city  his  or  her  moral  support.  It  is  necessary  to  the  perfect  success  of 
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the  enterprise.  He  desires  also  to  say  to  those  who  have  subscribed  to 
the  mission  that  it  depends  for  the  carrying  on  of  the  work  to  the  same 
extent  as  last  year  on  the  renewal  of  their  subscriptions  ;  and  for  extend¬ 
ing  its  operations  on  the  subscriptions  of  others  to  whom  the  work  com¬ 
mends  itself. 

It  is  hoped  that  very  many  will  see  how  fully  the  Mission  meets  neces¬ 
sities  long  felt  and  will  make  liberal  donations  to  its  support,  and  may 
God  shower  blessings  on  the  work  as  it  goes  on  to  the  building  up  of  his 
glorious  Church  to  the  honor  of  his  blessed  name.

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REPORT  OF  REV.  J.  G.  FUREY. 


To  the  Bev.  Samuel  Durborow,  General  Superintendent  of  Philadelphia 
Protestant  Episcopal  City  Mission. 

Dear  Sir  The  undersigned  begs  leave  to  report  that  during  the  past 
year  (from  May  1,  1870,  to  May  1,  1871),  he  has  been  regularly  occupied 
in  that  portion  of  the  work  of  the  Mission  which  was  assigned  to  him, 
viz. :  visiting  the  sick,  needy  and  destitute,  and  officiating  in  the  Public 
Institutions  ;  including  Baptisms,  Communions  and  Funerals  incident  to 
the  same.  From  the  “Record  of  Mission  Work”  kept  daily  in  the 
office,  he  furnishes  the  following  items  of  his  labors  as  stated  : 


Missionary  visits . (about)  850 

Services,  Sermons,  and  Addresses  on  all  occasions.,  .(about)  300 

Baptisms  (Adults  and  children) .  60 

Holy  Communion,  administered  (times) . 10 

Marriages  solemnized .  3 

Funerals  attended .  50 

Bibles,  Testaments  and  Prayer  Books  distributed. .  .(about)  45 

No.  of  Tracts  distributed  during  his  visits,  etc . (about)  5,000 


Besides  this  enumeration  he  would  mention  here,  also,  what  cannot  be 
easily  represented  by  figures  as  in  other  matters,  that  he  gave  to  the 
duties  of  the  Mission  Office  an  average  of  about  three  hours  daily  (except 
Sundays)  in  keeping  accounts,  making  up  lists,  issuing  circulars,  etc., 
and  in  various  other  matters  connected  with  the  daily  routine  of  our 
mission  operations.  His  visits  and  labors  have  been  given  in  almost 
every  section  of  the  city,  and  at  almost  all  of  the  working-hours  of  day 
and  evening.  His  work  is  of  necessity  general  and  desultory,  except  that 
at  certain  stated  times  during  the  weekdays,  and  on  Sundays  he  officiates 
by  services  and  sermons  (or  addresses)  at  about  ten  places  which  are 
scattered  widely  apart  throughout  the  city.  He  begs  leave  to  give  here¬ 
with  a  brief  sketch  of  these  places  and  of  the  kind  of  work  which  he  per¬ 
forms  in  the  principal  ones,  together  with  some  incidental  matter  which 
he  hopes  will  prove  not  uninteresting  to  yourself  and  the  friends  of  the 
Mission.  And  the  Missionary,  moreover,  desires  here  to  express  his 
gratitude  to  our  gracious  Lord  God,  in  whose  work  we  are  engaged,  for 
the  merciful  continuance  of  life,  and  of  health  sufficient  to  perform  these 
duties.  Expressing  also  to  our  earthly  head  and  kind  friend,  The  Bishop, 
sincere  thanks  for  his  uniform  kindness  and  consideration.

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I. — The  House  of  Industry. 

This  Institution  is  situated  between  7th  and  8th  in  Catharine  Street. 

I 

The  object  of  the  Institution  is  to  furnish  a  temporary  place  of  refuge 
for  poor  and  distressed  persons,  especially  strangers  in  the  city,  who  may 
be  out  of  employment  and  homeless  for  the  time  being.  From  hence 
they  go  forth  to  seek  work,  or  are  here  sought.  A  dispensary  is  also 
connected  with  the  house  which  furnishes  the  necessary  assistance  to  a 
large  number  of  persons.  Thus  there  is  a  considerable  concourse  of 
people  of  just  the  kind  which  Mission  agencies  are  designed  to  reach,  and 
there  the  Missionary  frequently  goes  to  hold  services  or  to  distribute  tracts, 
and  in  the  course  of  the  year  in  this  manner  ministers  to  many  hundreds 
of  souls.  Thus  “  tlie  poor  have  the  Gospel  preached  unto  them,”  and  it 
is  hoped  with  good  results. 

II. — The  Howard  Intstitution. 

This  Institution  is  somewhat  like  the  “Magdalen  Asylum.”  But  its 
inmates  are  mostly  women  who  give  decided  promise  of  amendment, 
and  who  having  felt  the  bitterness  of  a  sinful  life,  evidently  desire  to  re¬ 
form  and  engage  in  an  honest  and  upright  course.  Those  at  present  in 
this  Institution  are  generally  such  as  give  the  friends  of  the  cause  much 
reason  to  hope  for  their  full  restoration  to  a  good  life.  The  Missionary 
has  held  during  the  past  year  one  Sunday  morning  service  per  month, 
and  for  some  time  past  also  a  weekniglit  Bible  Class  Lecture.  The  in¬ 
mates  seem  to  be  deeply  interested  in  these  services,  and  always  welcome 
the  Missionary  with  a  glad  smile,  and  give  that  earnest  attention  which 
shows  how  much  they  appreciate  their  religious  privileges. 

III. — The  Old  Colored  People’s  Home. 

This  Institution  is  situated  on  Front  Street  near  Pine,  and  is  at  present 
conducted  on  a  small  scale,  having  only  about  25  inmates,  but  a  new 
building  is  in  process  of  erection  and  will  probably  be  ready  during  the 
summer,  when  a  hundred  or  more  of  aged  worthy  men  and  women  of 
color  will  be  accommodated  and  fully  provided  with  the  comforts  of  a  good 
home  for  the  last  years  of  their  life.  Religious  services  are  held  here  by  the 
Missionary  once  a  month.  They  are  to  be  continued  also  in  the  new  Home 
alluded  to.  The  Matron  of  this  home  is  a  Christian  woman  of  great  pru¬ 
dence  and  energy,  and  the  Missionary  has  ever  found  her  ready  and  willing 
to  afford  him  the  necessary  facilities  for  holding  the  services  and  addre  ssing 
the  inmates.  They  join  in  the  services  and  listen  generally  with  great 
interest.  Some  of  them  are  very  old  and  feeble.  Several  of  them  say 
(and  believe  of  course)  that  they  are  near  or  over  1 00  years  of  age  They 
generally  say  that  they  are  waiting  in  hope  for  “that  blessed  kingdom 
above,”  where  life  will  begin  anew  and  last  forever  !  It  is  areal  pleasure 
as  well  as  a  very  interesting  duty  to  the  Missionary  to  visit  this  Institu¬ 
tion. 
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IY. — The  Insane  Department  of  Almshouse. 

This  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  fields  for  Missionary  labor  in  the 
city.  The  Missionary  has  attended  here  regularly  during  the  year, 
and  his  interest  has  steadily  increased  in  the  work  among 
these  poor  and  afflicted  ones.  He  regards  it  as  one  of  the  very  best  op¬ 
portunities  presented  to  him  for  doing  and  receiving  good.  About  200 
attend  the  services  and  join  generally  in  the  prayers,  responses  and  sing¬ 
ing.  Whilst  they  are  not  capable  of  appreciating  mere  form  and  ceremony 
they  evidently  are  able  to  understand  and  enjoy  the  solemn  worship  of 
our  services,  and  also  to  take  in  such  instruction  as  may  be  presented  to 
them,  in  a  manner  adapted  to  their  comprehension,  viz.  by  means  of 
illustration,  historical  incidents  or  imagery,  which  strike  the  fancy.  Such  | 
addresses  please  and  instruct.  The  Missionary  has,  therefore,  usually 
taken  as  his  subjects  the  striking  historical  passages  in  the  Bible,  and  has 
endeavored  to  present  them  in  such  a  way  as  to  absorb  their  attention  at 
the  time,  and  to  impress  the  memory.  The  Superintendent,  Dr.  Richardson, 
whose  opinion  in  this  respect  is  the  best  comment  on  the  matter  here 
mentioned,  has  been  pleased  to  say  about  the  services  rendered,  the  fol¬ 
lowing,  taken  from  his  late  annual  report: 

“  The  religious  instruction  of  the  patients  has  been,  especially  during  [ 
the  past  year,  a  matter  of  considerable  interest  to  the  physician  of  the  In-  I 
sane  Department.  Rev.  John  G.  Furey,  one  of  the  missionaries  of  the  j 
Protestant  Episcopal  City  Mission  of  Philadelphia,  holds  the  Wednesday 
afternoon  service.  The  interest  taken  in  these  services  by  the  p>atients  is  f  \ 
great,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  influence  for  good  exerted  on  the  minds  j 
of  these  poor  people  is  marked,  and  manifests  itself  in  their  general  con-  j 
duct  in  various  ways.  The  number  who  attend  is  about  250,  and  hardly  j 
any  congregation  of  an  equal  size  could  be  more  attentive  or  better  be¬ 
haved.  The  reverend  gentlemen  who  conduct  these  services  are  greatly  t 
beloved  by  the  patients,  and  their  advent  is  always  looked  to  with  plea-  J 
sure  and  satisfaction.”, 

Y. — The  County  Prison. 

As  this  institution  is  so  well  known  and  its  character  so  generally  un¬ 
derstood,  it  seems  inexpedient  for  me  to  say  anything  about  it,  except 
what  relates  to  the  performance  of  the  services.  The  Missionary  during 
the  service  stands  near  the  middle  of  the  Convict  Corridor,  and  in  as  loud  | 
and  clear  a  voice  as  he  can  command,  uses  as  much  of  the  service  as  he  | 
can  conveniently,  under  the  circumstances,  and  within  the  prescribed 
time,  viz.  about  30  minutes.  He  then  reads  a  chapter  and  sings  a  hymn,  i 
and  then  for  about  25  minutes  preaches  to  the  inmates,  whom  he  does  not  | 
see,  however,  but  knows  to  be  within  hearing  in  the  “  vile  mansions,”  \ 
which  reach  in  tiresome  succession  along  the  three  stories  of  the  immense  j 
corridor,  making  up  a  “  congregation  ”  (if  such  an  audience  can  be  so  | 
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called)  of  about  350  persons,  -who,  of  all  persons  in  the  city,  are  probably 
most  in  need  of  religious  instruction,  as  well  as  the  exhortations  which 
are  thus  given  to  penitence  and  prayer  and  faith  in  “  One  who  is  able  and 
willing  to  save.” 

The  Missionary  occasionally  visits  individual  prisoners  in  their  cells, 

I  especially  when  (as  is  sometimes  the  case)  they  desire  him  to  do  so.  He 
also  gives  to  such  as  seem  to  be  earnest  in  desiring  them,  Bibles  and  Prayer 
Books.  A  large  number  of  tracts  are  given  indiscriminately  among  them, 
j  in  the  hope  that  some  of  them  will  be  blessed  by  God’s  spirit,  to  the  con¬ 
viction  and  conversion  of  at  least  some  of  those  wretched  men.  While 
however,  the  missionary  generally  hopes  for  good  results,  he  is,  neverthe¬ 
less,  well  aware  that  much  confidence  cannot  be  placed  in  their  profession 
of  good  purposes. 

YI. 

Besides  the  services  held  regularly  at  the  places  heretofore  mentioned, 

|  the  City  Missionary  officiates  once  a  month  at  the  “Northern  Home  for 
Friendless  Children,”  and  also  once  a  month  at  the  “  Soldiers’  and  Sai¬ 
lors’  Orphans’  Home.”  He  has  officiated  several  times,  and  also  visited 
from  time  to  time,  at  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital.  The  Old  Men’s  Infir¬ 
mary,  and  the  Old  Women’s  Infirmary,  Blockley  Almshouse.  He  has 
also  during  the  year  sometimes  visited  the  Homes  in  the  City  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  procuring  places  in  them  for  destitute  children.  He  has  also  oc¬ 
casionally  officiated  at  the  Magdalen  Asylum,  and  has  repeatedly  assisted 
some  of  the  Rectors  of  Churches  at  times  when  such  services  seemed  ex¬ 
pedient.  Thus  is  shown  the  places  at  which,  and  the  manner  in  which 
this  branch  of  the  City  Mission  work  is  performed.  This  part  is  easily 
told,  but  it  is  difficult  for  any  one  to  convey  in  a  mere  report,  the  difficul¬ 
ties  and  trials  which  a  City  Missionary,  if  faithful,  must  encounter  in  the 
process  of  the  work.  The  filth,  the  squalor,  the  wretchedness  and  (what 
are  the  sources  of  it  all  or  nearly  all)  the  drunkenness  and  vice  with  which 
he  has  to  meet  and  contend,  and,  as  it  were,  -wade  through,  from  the  cellars 
to  the  garrets,  and  in  the  alleys,  lanes,  and  gloomy  “places  ”  of  this  great 
City.  These  he  feels  unable  to  describe.  They  must  be  seen,  and  there¬ 
fore,  they  must  be  visited  in  order  to  be  understood  and  ameliorated.  This 
it,  trusting  to  Divine  aid  and  the  sympathy  of  God’s  people,  what,  in  good 
degree,  this  Mission  aims  to  accomplish. 

VII. — Special  Visiting  among  the  Poor,  &c. 

In  this  vast  City  there  are  a  great  many  who,  though  desirous  to  attend 
the  services  of  our  Church,  and  to  send  their  children  to  Sunday-schools, 
yet  are  often  hindered  from  doing  both  by  the  fact  of  their  being  in  ex¬ 
treme  poverty,  arising  from  sickness  and  other  causes,  over  which  they 
have  no  direct  control.  Many  of  these  persons  are  widows,  with  large  and 
often  helpless  families,  finding  it  very  difficult  to  maintain  themselves  by 
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the  hardest  labor,  and  when  overtaken  by  sickness  and  affliction,  are  of¬ 
ten  placed  in  circumstances  of  great  distress.  Such  as  these  the  City 
Mission  has  frequently  assisted  with  groceries,  coal,  and  clothing,  during 
the  past  year;  and  as  these  cases  are  constantly  occurring,  it  is  ever  a 
matter  of  great  importance  for  the  visiting  Missionary  to  be  furnished  with  [ 
means  to  relieve  such  cases  of  distress  as  lie  must  meet  with  every  week. 
The  amount  expended  this  way.  through  the  office  and  by  the  hands  of  j 
the  Missionaries,  though  considerable  in  amount,  is  yet  too  small  for  the  1 
frequent  demands  made  upon  the  charity  fund,  and  it  is,  therefore,  earnest¬ 
ly  urged  here,  that  more  be  done  if  possible,  in  this  direction,  and  that  a 
special  effort  be  made  to  increase  the  relief  agencies  of  the  City  Mission. 
One  of  the  several  means  by  which  this  could  be  better  accomplished, 
would  be  to  supply  more  fully  than  heretofore,  poor  but  worthy  families 
with  suitable  clothing  to  enable  them  to  attend  divine  service  and  Sunday- 
schools  in  their  neighborhoods,  and  also  to  obtain  orders  for  groceries  and 
fuel,  to  relieve  such  cases  of  distress'  as  those  alluded  to  above,  and  that 
many  such  cases  are  met  with  by  the  City  Missionaries,  is  hereby  testified 
and  an  appeal  earnestly  made  in  their  behalf,  for  the  Lord's  sake. 

REPORT  OF  REY.  E.  SOLLIDAY  WIDDEMER. 

To  the  Rev.  Samuel  T)urbnrow ,  General  Superintendent  of  the  Philadelphia 
Protestant  Episcopal  City  Missions. 

Rev.  and  dear  Sir  : — I  hereby  report  the  amount  and  nature  of  my 
work  since  acting  as  one  of  your  Missionaries. 

On  Sunday,  the  sixth  day  of  November  last,  I  took  charge  of  St.  John’s 
Free  Church,  where  I  held  regular  services  on  Sunday  mornings,  after¬ 
noons,  and  on  Wednesday  evenings  of  each  week.  When  I  commenced 
services  at  St.  John’s,  the  congregations  were  very  small,  having  been 
very  much  scattered  in  consequence  of  having  no  Clergyman  for  some 
time  previous.  Through  the  regular  services  and  parish  visitations, 
there  was  soon  a  perceptible  increase  in  the  attendance  until  a  good  con¬ 
gregation  has  been  gathered  for  the  portion  of  the  city  in  which  the 
Church  is  located.  I  think  one  of  the  principal  means  for  gathering  the 
people,  and  interesting  them  in  the  duties  of  religion,  were  the  Wednes¬ 
day  evening  Cottage  Lectures  held  in  private  houses  in  various  pai’ts  of 
the  parish.  In  these  meetings  there  was  constantly  manifested  very 
deep  interest.  On  Ash  Wednesday  evening  we  began  holding  our 
weekday  evening  services  in  the  Church,  where  we  have  had  ever  since 
from  forty  to  seventy  persons  in  attendance.  A  great  part  of  the  success 
in  securing  this  interest  and  attendance,  is  due  to  the  untiring  labors 
of  the  ladies  of  the  parish  in  seconding  all  my  efforts,  and  I  think 
this  parish,  feeble  as  it  is  in  other  respects,  is  blessed  with  as  faithful  a 
band  of  female  workers  as  can  be  desired  by  any  Rector.  The  Sunday 
School  is  in  a  good  condition.  There  being  an  average  attendance  of 
one  hundred  scholars.  And  I  have  no  doubt  it  would  be  doubled,  if 
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means  could  be  secured  to  clothe  those  whose  parents  are  too  poor  to  do 
it.  I  have  made  as  many  parish  visits  as  has  been  possible  in  connection 
with  my  other  work.  My  object,  since,  here,  has  been  to  elevate  the 
standard  of  piety  among  those  who  profess  to  love  the  Saviour,  and  not  so 
much  to  increase  numbers  by  presenting  them  for  confirmation,  believing 
that  when  the  people  love  the  Church  for  Christ’s  sake,  they  will  attend 
its  services,  and  work  for  him.  I  find  a  mass  of  names  in  the  parish 
register,  but  few  persons  comparatively  whom  these  names  represent.  I 
doubt  not  that  with  judicious  and  faithful  labor,  under  the  guardianship 
of  the  City  Mission,  this  parish  can,  in  a  short  time,  be  made  as  efficient 
as  ever. 

In  connection  with  St.  John’s  Free  Church,  I  commenced  services  in  an 
upper  room  at  corner  of  Norris  and  Camac  Sts.  I  held  the  first  of  these 
services  on  Sunday,  Nov.  20th  last.  The  following  lias  been  the  division 
of  my  labor:  Preaching  in  St.  John’s  Free  Church  Sunday  morning  at 
101  o’clock,  Sunday  School  at  2}  o’clock,  preaching  at  4  o’clock,  preach¬ 
ing  at  Norris  and  Camac  Sts.  in  the  evenings.  Wednesday  evening 
services  at  St  John’s.  I  kept  up  these  services  regularly  until  Easter 
j  Sunday,  when  I  relinquished  the  Sunday  services  at  St.  John’s  in  conse- 
J  quence  of  the  growing  interest  at  Norris  and  Camac  Sts. 

The  services  at  the  latter  place  have  been  uncommonly  interesting  from 
the  first.  Those  who  filled  the  room  whenever  there  were  services 
illustrated  unmistakably  by  the  interest  by  which  they  manifested  their 
approval  of  the  undertaking.  Mr.  J.  B.  Williams,  a  student  at  the 
Divinity  School,  and  Mr.  J.  W.  Kaye,  a  student  in  the  University,  have 
rendered  very  efficient  services  both  in  lay  reading  and  superintending 
the  Sunday  School. 

Soon  after  these  meetings  were  started,  one  of  the  generous  laymen  of 
the  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  It.  B.  Sterling,  Esq,  offered  to  build  a 
chapel  for  the  accommodation  of  the  new  Mission  enterprise  which  was 
completed  on  Easter  Sunday,  and  in  which  we  held  the  first  service  the 
Sunday  after  Easter.  The  Chapel  is  thirty-eight  (38)  by  seventy  (70) 
feet,  and  is  situated  on  the  Northwest  corner  of  Norris  and  Camac  Sts., 
opposite  to  the  upper  room  where  we  first  held  our  service.  It  has  been 
comfortably  furnished  by  the  generosity  of  persons  interested,  by  raising 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  towards  this  purpose,  and  since  opened,  a 
large  congregation  has  been  in  attendance,  who  seem  in  earnest  to  make 
.  this,  under  God,  a  success. 

There  is  not  a  single  Church  west  of  Eighth  Street,  and  north  of 
Oxford  of  any  denomination,  and  no  Episcopal  Church  north  of  Jefferson 
Street  and  west  of  Eighth  Street,  a  distance  of  at  least  seven  squares  and 
a  half  from  Zion  Church,  and  six  squares  and  a  half  from  the  Church  of 
the  Incarnation.  Hoping  that  this  beginning  may  end  in  a  Church  in 
which  thousands  may  be  brought  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth,
